The approach of winter_coupled with 
the fact that several Rural free mail 
delivery routes have been established in 
Charlevoix county the part summer, 
gives special interest at this time to, 
tne special fence law for Charlevoix 
county, enacted by the last legislattire. 
We published the text of the act at that 
tine, but there still being many who 
are not familiar with its provisions, by 
request we re-publish the statute.

Highways in Charlevoix County, 
which are used or hereafter shall be 
used as United States mail routes.

Src. 1. <All fences which are hereat- 
ter built along those highways ifr Char+ 
lavoix County, which are used or here> 
alter shall be used as United States mail

hibited. : 

Sic. 2. Any peison who shall violate 
the provisions of Section One--of this 
act, sball be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shal) be liable to a fine of 
not less than ‘T'wenty-live dollars nor 
more than lifty dollars for each twenty 
rods of fence so bnilt in contravention 
of this att; and it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioner of Highways to make 
complaint against any person who may 
have constructed such ilegal fence, and 
as soon ag conviction of the person of- 
fending is had, the: Highway Commis- 
sioner Shall take down such part of 
such unlawful fence, as is liable to cause 
the formation of snow drifts and Jay.

If he is to be fed un for sale 
it should be for sale as human food, 
and this. might be legitimate’in cer- 
tain countries like France and Bel- 
gium, where horseflesh is apprecia ed. 
There can be little question that the 
flesh of young horses. properly fed 
and cared for is a suitable food for 
people who are not nice in their tastes 
or who have not been brought up to 
look upon the horse as unfit for human 
consumption. This, however, is not 
the question in our 6wn country: We 
have not come to the time when other 
meat is so scarce or expensive that 
we have to learn to eat horsefiesh, 
It is, therefore, unnecessary to feed 
horses for slaughter, and it remains 
to be seen whether it is a good thing 
to feed tham for sale. The ultimate 
purpose of cvery horse in this caun- 
try is to work, to perform an adequate | 
‘amount of labor in return for his | 
keep. In the country he can perform 
this iabor ‘with less wear and tear 
upon his frame than in the cities. 
He is given more rest in the country, 
lives in better air, has a greater 
abundance and variety of food and 
has in most* instances, perhaps, bet- 
ter care, The roads are soft to kis 
feet and his driver likely to be more 
humane, than the city teamster com- 
monly is. In the cities the road beds 
are hard and uneven. The pavements 
hurt the feet and constant wear and 
tear soon make the horse footsore un- 
lesa the greatest possible care is paid 
to shoeing and adequate rest. Yet it 
is for city use that horses are fed 
and horses for sug work, instead of 
being fat and. fecble should be muscu- 
It is in our opinion 
positively crucl to overfeed horses 
coming to the city. By such feeding 
they are rendered soft, prone to dis- 
ease and sure to suffer fearfully when 
stricken with disease. It is about 
impossible to yrevent every -horse 
coming to the large city markets from 
suffering an attack of “stock yards 
fever” distemper or acclimation fever. 
These diseases are not very fatal if 
the patient is ti robust health, but 
when they attack a “soft” horse whose

Grant- 
ing this it becomes apparent that the 
fattening of horses is sure soon to 
fall into disfavor. The cits 
will soun begin to see that it is too 
risky to buy such overfed products of 


idleness, and they will discriminate 
in favor of horses showing harness 
marks upon their necks and. sides. 


We note that this discrimination has 
already commenced. Fat horses are- 
poor shippers and exporters having 
had bad lick Mh them ‘are chary 
about, purchasing. Farmers who go 


to the stock yards in search of horses 4 


for immediate suse as 
avoid all fat, sleek, evidently fed-up 
horses and will rather puy a less 
handsome animal so long as he shows 
by his appearance that he is in condi- 
tion to go to work. ‘We trust that 
these remarks will be taken into con- 
sideration by all interested in horse 
breeding and selling. It is a note of 
warning. and may save trouble in fu- 
ture for it should be apparent that 
where any man makes a specialty of 
{he feeding of horses of one bree& or 
grade year after year 
upon their marketing for his living, 
he is sure to meet a dull sale sooner 
or later if the horses he has previ- 
ously offered have turned out poorly.

Manure in 


‘the Fall 


For a good many years back, our 
aericulturists practiced the -applica- 
tion of well-rotten manure to their 
fields. It was almost universally be- 
lieved that only well-rotted manure 
was fit for use, and that the process — 
of fermentation added to rather than’ ~ 
took from the value of the manure. — 
There has come now a reaction from . 
that doctrine, and it is advocated that - 
manure be put onto the ficlds as 
fresh as possible. A large number of 
careful analyses have demonstrated 
ihe fact that a ton of fresh manure 
contains a larger total of plant food 
than it ever will again. That permit- 
ling it to become well rotted in a pile 
enormously’ decreases the amount of 
p focd, some escaping into the air,.. 
Five form of ammonia gas and some 
elcaching into the soli and passing off 
inky the drains and.brooks. Our ex- 
periment stations have given no little 
attention to the matter and have pub: 
shed bulletin after bulletin showing 
that fresh manure should be applied 
to the fields at once. 

Where early spring crops are to be 
raised, it is advisable to apply the 
manure to the fields while the tem: 
perature of the air is such that some 
decay of the manure may go ou. The 
early spring will complete the work, 
and the food elements in the manure 
will be set loose for the benefit of the 
early growing piants. After freezing 
the manure should be hauled to the 
fields and deposited in small piles, se 
that the cold may fully penetrate them 
and arrest fermentation. We have 
seen large manure piles in winter 
where the fermentation went on dur. 
ing the coldest of weather, and of 
course much of the valuable food ele 
ments were dissipated. lHspecially fa 
this the case in horse manure, which 
is frequently piled outside of the sta 
ble window in an-ever-growing mass. 
The:smoke arises from it as from the 
top of a volcano indicating the heat 
ing process going on, within’ After 
a-heavy freeze the piles will be found 
penetrated by the frost for only a 
short distance. On opening the pile 
the whole «enter will be found white 
and ‘“flre-fanged.” Such chemically 
burned manure has no value and thig «4 
process should never be allowed tc 
proceed. 

The manure should bo hauled.out 
during the winter about as fast ag it 
is made. If put in small piles it will “y 
remain frozen through the winter and” 
will thraw readily in the early spring,.- 
and the first rains will leach much of 
it.Into the ground, The rest should 
he scattered oarly.
